Croatia intends also to build a ground on the land, for which it 
expects to get a lease from Sunshine City Council within the next 
two or three weeks. 

Croatia president Joe Sigur said the project would cost “mil-

“Poker machines would be great for Victorian clubs,’ Mr 
Sigur said. “It’s poker machines that so far have made the 
Sydney clubs stronger than ours.” 

He said that with poker machines, he would expect Croatia’s 
club membership to jump from the present 750 to at least 2000. 

VSF secretary George Wallace said: “‘Legalisation would 
certainly be of great benefit to the Federation and to our clubs

ZURICH, the spe-

The statement said the ap- 
plications from Canada and 
the U.S. deviated too much 
from the conditions laid down 
in the terms of reference ap- 
proved by FIFA’s executive 
committee. 

Canada’s application deser- 
ved special praise for its sys- 
tematic presentation, said the 
statement, but only nine sta- 
diums were offered instead of 
the required 12. 

And the vast distances be- 
tween venues on the North 
American continent would also 
cause organisational prob- 
lems, the statement said. 

The special committee — 
comprising chairman Neuber- 
ger, Argentina’s Carlos Al- 
berto Lacoste, Horst Schmidt 
also of West Germany, and 
general secretary Joseph Blat- 
ter — will visit Mexico from 
April 11 to 18.

The FIFA executive com- 
mittee meeting in Stockholm 
on May 26 will decide on the 
venue for the finals on the 
basis of information received 
and conclusions reached. 

The president of the North 
American Soccer league said 
in New York he was outraged 
at the apparent decision by 
FIFA to reject the U.S. and 
Canadian bids. 

“I am truly outraged at 
FIFA’s announcement that 
they would only consider Mexi- 
co's application for the World 
Cup without even making in- 
spection tours of the U.S. and 
Canada,” said Howard J. Sam- 
uels. 

“I think their action is an 
insult not only to the soccer 
federations of both countries, 
but also to President Reagan 
and Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau of Canada, both of 
whom have expressed their un- 
divided enthusiasm for hosting 
the World Cup.” 

Later, the U.S. Soccer Fed- 
eration (USSF) announced it 
had protested to FIFA against 
its decision to consider only 
Mexico’s application. 

It requested clarification of 
FIFA’s action and asked FIFA 
to reverse Its verdict, which 
also apparently dashed 
Canada’s hopes of staging the 
finals. 

Werner Fricker, chairman 
of the USSF World Cup Organ- 
ising Committee, said in a 
message “Your decision not to 
visit the United States as pre- 
scribed by your own rules and 
regulations is unacceptable.”

Watch Vincent go! 


Of ali the newcomers to the NSL this season, few can 
match the promise of Bob Vincent — widely regarded as 
among the best players produced by English schoolboy 
soccer just four years ago. 


There was little doubt that Vincent would become a profes- 
sional. Many clubs vied for his signature, yet it was Sunderland 
which he joined; firstly as an apprentice, and then as full pro., in 
November, 1979. 

Eighteen months elapsed before a tentative first team debut 
was made at West Bromwich Albion in a Division One fixture. 
Five days later he came on as substitute during a home game 
with Brighton. 

Both matches were lost and Vincent also lost favor with man- 
ager Alan Durban. . 

Released by the Rokerites, he moved to second division Orient 
on a non-contract basis in time to play in the already relegated 
club's last game of the 1981-82 season. A morale boosting 3-0 vic- 
tory over Leicester seemed to augur well for both Orient and its 
newcomer, who played forcefully in midfield. 

Full terms were offered and accepted shortly afterwards and 
the Novocastrian appeared regularly in the Orient line-up during 
the early past of the current English League campaign. 

After 10 games though, the last one on November 13, 1882, Vin- 
cent was again discarded, enabling Heidelberg to pick him up. 

Although he has worn the white shirt of England, it was at 
schoolboy level and therefore Vincent will be eligible to represent

“An accepted notion ts 
that effective soccer is based 
upon ball possession, i.e. 
building up patiently from 
the back, using large 
numbers of consecutive pass- 
es, which coaches have come 
to think of as a thing of 
beauty; I have come to know 
it as a thing that is com- 
pletely ineffective and will 
not win matches.” 

So says Charlie Hughes 
who arguably has written 
the two best coaching 
books to come from Eng- 
land: ‘Football Tactics and 
Teamwork,’’ and ‘‘Soccer 
Tactics and Skills,” and he 
also devised the latest 
coaching videos (FACTS). 

The above quote obviously 
supports the whirlwind style of 
Watford which I discussed ina 
recent edition. 

Hughes supports his theory 
by quoting statistics 

In the recent World Cup 146 
goals were scored and he has 
analysed 106 of them, or in 
other words two thirds of the 
goals scored. He found that 84 
of those goals were scored in 
four passes or less which in his 
opinion suggests that more 
direct play produces results. 

Conversely he suggests that 
when 12 or 13 passes have been 
strung together the statistics 
show that seldom if at all dees 
a goal result. 

Hughes continues that look- 
ing at certain aspects which 
relate to how many goals are 
scored you see that set plays, 
i.e. free kitcks, corners and 
throw-ins in the attacking 
third of the field account for 
50% of all goals scored. 

In analysing reasons for 
this, one finds that a number of 
the set pieces are caused in the 
first place by the early ball 
behind defenders. 

This means the defenders 
have to turn and, being under 
pressure, can concede throw- 
ins, corners or even free kicks. 

Consequently the attacking 
side can now determine when 
and where they play the ball 
and also have time to bring the 
big defenders up to become an 
aerial threat to the defending 
teams. 

On the other side of the coin, 
Frank McLintock who sug- 
gests the Watford style 
worries him, says that this 
style of play contains none of 
the ingredients that makes 
soccer such a fascinating 
game. 

McLintock continues: 
“Where is the passing, the 
clever little flighted balls, the 
deftness of situations that 
have incubated such _ in- 
imitable talents as the Liam 
Bradys, Johnny Giles, Arnold 
Muhrens of the world? 

‘‘Where is the skill that de- 
lights, as men use their inge- 
nuity to weave patterns and 
outwit each other in a battle of 
opposing talents?” 

Theirs, he suggests, is the 
stuff of another type of battle. 
It is like the storming of the 
Bastille or the Battle of the 
Somme. 

It has no place in a game 


that is a sporting art form 
which has grown throughout 
the world because of its 
creative capacity.

can be made with problems 
faced by our National League 
teams, or indeed our national 
team. 

Footscray JUST coach 
Bobby McLachlan was quoted 
recently, saying: ‘‘Footscray 
plays pretty soccer but it dees 
not pay.”” He went on: “I have 
to teach my boys to cut out 12 
passes and make three passes 
to get a goal. They play tre- 
mendous stuff but it does not 
produce goals.” 

McLachlan suggests that 
“Eootscray looks good but 
there’s a difference between 
winning and losing.’ 

There are no prizes for gues- 
sing which style McLachlan 
prefers — Watford’s or McLin- 
tock’s — although I guess 
either would do as long as they 
score and win. 

Watching Heidelberg re- 
cently I would imagine that 
the Watford whirlwind style 
would be a waste of time for 
them.

Australia’s youth inter- 
nationals stole the limelight 
in a tense, exciting match 
plaved in storming condi- 
tions between Lions and 
Marconi at Richlands Sta- 
dium.

“It is one of the reasons that we decided to establish 
our social club in the first place,’” Mr Branov said. 
“With poker machines, we probably would extend the building, 


so we still could cater for receptions. Alternatively, we could 
have our social functions at the nearby Macedonian Centre at Ep- 





ping. 


“Poker machines would increase turnover by at least 100 per 
cent and would also boost our bar and kitchen sales. 

“‘At the moment, with the laws as they are, people are reluc- 
tant to go somewhere just to drink, but with the added attraction 
of playing the pokies, we could expect people to be at the club 
every night of the week, as well as weekends.” 

Mr Branov said he would suggest to his social committee that it 
gets in tough with the Social Clubs Association to support its sub- 
mission to the poker machines enquiry. 

“I can’t see why every major soccer club could not have a li- 


censed social club with poker machines,” 


he added. 


“Such development would stimulate the entire building in- 
dustry — and that is a point which should be put to the govern- 
ment, particularly in these economic times. 

“Legalisation, indeed, would stimulate the entire Victorian 
economy because it would result in greater employment and 


spending.”

In 1970, a massive recruiting 
campaign resulted in Juventus 
winning the State League 
championship, the State 
League Cup and the presti- 
gious Dockerty Cup which it 
retained in 1971 and 1972 and 
won once more last year. 

Juventus has had countless 
Victorian representative and 
quite a few Socceroos, in- 
cluding Jack Reilly, Tommy 
McColl, Billy Vojtek and 
Sandy Irvine. 

And six of its players have 
won league best and fairest 
awards — Mario Busidoni, 
George Scott, Vojtek, Mick 
Watkins, Bobby McGuinness 
and Vince Bannon. 

Busidoni and Scott won the 
old Argus Medal in 1955 and 
1965 respectively. The Bill Fle- 
ming Medal went to Vojtek in 
1975 and to Watkins in 1977. 
McGuinness won the Roth- 
mans Medal in 198] and Vince 
Bannon is the current Roth- 
mans Medal winner. 

But Juventus has also had 
its bad years, including 1978. 

After coming third and win- 
ning the Dockerty Cup in 1977, 
Juventus had been expected to 
do well again, but managed 
only eighth place. 

‘‘Juve”’ also finished eighth 
in 1960 and 1961, the seasons 
dominated by the then pov- 
erful Polonia. 

There was another bad 
period in the early seventies 
when the team came seventh 
in 1972, tenth in 1973 and ninth 
in 1974, 

Juventus was formed in 1948 
by Tony Iannucci, the first 
president, Reno Fontana, the 
first secretary, and the late 
Father Galante of the Order of 
Carmilites. 

Six months after the forma- 
tion of the club, Olympic 
cyclist Nino Borsari took over 
as president and was to

become the backbone of Ju- 
ventus. 

In its first season of com- 
petition, Juventus won every 
one of its 10 matches and was 
promoted to the Second Divi- 
sion. 

The team’s goal average 
was 45:5. 

One of the great players of 
this era was captain Reno 
Carolio who played until the 
mid-50s. 

In the first match, Juventus 
contested — on April 16; 1949 
— Carollo scored four goals in 
his team’s 8-2 victory over 
Brighton. 

Another star of those times 
—— Martini — scored twice and 
goals from Bon and Bertoldo 
made a total of eight. 

Other players in Juventus’ 
original team included Charlie 
Musco, Plutjno, Lucenti, Fran- 
cesconi and coach Tieppo. 

Juventus’ ground at that 
time was the No. 9 oval at 
Royal Park. 

Subsequent headquarters 
have been at Elsternwick, the 
Showgrounds, St Kilda Cricket 
Ground and of course, Olym- 
pic Park. 

Juventus’ career in top com- 
pany started after gaining 
promotion to the First Divi- 
sion in 1951. 

One of the super-stars of the 
fifties was Pepe Cubero, from 
the Spanish second division. 

Playing for J.U.S.T., Cubero 
tied with Bob Wemyss of Po- 
lonia for the 1956 Argus Medal 
before transferring to Ju- 
ventus in 1957 and starring for 
the next two seasons. 

Of course, there was also 
Busidoni who had played for 
Turin and Pro Patria in Italy, 
and prolific goalscorer Bill 
Copeland who later bobbed up 
at many other clubs. 

Other stars of that era in- 
cluded Sergio Bassi from 
Grion Pola and Pro Patria, 
Enzo Costa, Steve Camilleri 
who later moved to George 
Cross, Vida Kassai from Hun- 
garian team Pecs and full back 
Guiseppe Sabidussi, father of 
present players Bruno and 
Carlo Sabidusel. 

Like Cubero. Peter Vidovic 
served both J.U.S.T. and Ju- 
ventus. He came to Juventus 
in 1949 from {Italian club 
Fiume, switched to J.U.S.T. in 
1950 and later captained 
J.U_S.T. and Victoria. 

Other Juventus players in 
the State team in the 50s din- 
cluded Ermes Boz, Pepi Pla- 
teo, Max Vivoll, Kassai, Sabi- 
dussid and Begnini. 

The outstanding newcomer 
of 1958 was that exciting for- 
ward FRank Barbazza who 
came up through Juventus 
junior teams. 

He made his senior debut at 
17 and became the idol of the 
Juve fans until switching in 
1968 to J.U.S.T. where a 
broken leg ended his career. 

In the early sixties Rocky 
Frangioni was a man moun- 
tain in Juventus defence. He 
and Remo Guardiant and Reg 
Griggs were selected to the 
State team. 

Englishman Geoff Tumblyn 
was another star, finishing 
second to Fred Falzon of 
George Cross in the 1961 Argus 
Medal count. 

George Scott, the man who 
gave Juventus its second 
Argus Medal, arrived from To- 
ronto in 1963, and had pre- 
viously played for Notts 
County in England. 

He was unlucky not to wina 
second Medal. as he was a 
close runner-up to Frank Micic 
of J.U.S.T. 

After a run of ordinary sea- 
sons, Juventus finished second 
to Melbourne in 1967. 

The man, who master- 
minded that success was 
Mario Corti, who joined Ju- 
ventus as player-coach after 
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serving as captain of Catania, 
star of Sampdoria and an 
international in the Italian B 
team. 

Well-known Dino De- 
Marchi and Dario Epifano, 
who are both with Fawkner 
now, were among the forwards 
of Juventus that season. In 
goal was Diter Voigt who con- 
ceded only 21 goals. 

After the 1967 season, Ju- 
ventus lost Terry Luckhurst, 
George Scott, Freack Tor- 
cque, John Bell and John Mil- 


ton. 

Although the arrival of Soc- 
ceroo Tommy McColl com- 
pensated partly for the losses, 
Juventus managed to finish 
only ninth*in 1968, the year 
Croatia won the championship. 

Then came s determined bid 
to regain power. 

Thirteen players were Im- 
ported, Including goalkeeper 
Jack Reilly who played for 
Australia in the 1974 World 
Cup finals and is now with Hel- 
las, and George Kinnell who 
had been with Aberdeen, Old- 
ham, Stoke, Middlesbrough 
and Sunderland. 

Other imports of 1969 includ- 
ed Bernie Docherty (Notts 
Country), Ron Frost (Bangor 
City), Sandy Irvine from Lon- 
don, Keith Lakey (Stockton). 
John Pryde, (South Africa), 
Bobby Robertson (Keith City), 
Gareth Sellebury (Bangor 
City), Bryan Thomson (Aber- 
deen), Bill Murray (Glasgow 
Rangers) Alistair- Sandison 
(Woodside, England) and 
Keith Webster who is now with 
Frankston. 

Juventus thus won the 1969 
State League Cup and finished 
second in the teague. 

The following season, 
former Liverpool and Patrick 
Thistle defender Bobby Thom- 
son transferred from Ring- 
wood Wilhelmina and Tony 
Boggi became coach. 

With all that talent, Ju- 
ventus had to. succeed and suc- 
ceed it did, winning the 
championship, Dockerty Cup 
and State League Cup. 


Many of the stars left the . 


following year, but Juventus 
still managed to win two more 
Dockerty Cups before ex- 
periencing its worst period on 


record. i " 

in 1974, to reverse its slide, 
Juventus bought Billy Vojtek 
from Sydney Croatias and Ian 
Marshall and David Gorrie 
from Hellas. This resulted in 
Juve finishing fifth in 1975 but 
the slide continued the follow- 
ing year when Juventus found 
itself in 10th position. 

In 1977, under president 
Paul Mirabelle and coach 
Bobby McLachlan, Juventus 
recruited well to achieve its 
greatest success since 1970. 

Players to join the club were 
Steve Walker and Jim Arm- 
strong from Hellas, Charlie 
Smith from J.U.S.T., Mick 
Watkins and Ged Bannon from 
South Africa, Hugh Graham 
and John Hotson from Scot- 
land and Tony Mainenti from 
Fawkner. 

The following year, 1978, Ju- 
ventus lost Fausto Tarquinio, 
Morris Bonfieni, Mainenti, 
Ged Bannon and Dino De 
Marchi and coach McLachlan 
was sacked half way through 
the season. David Gorrie 
became player-coach but Ju- 
ventus was set to incur a 
series of coaching upheavals 
over the next few years in- 
volving such illustrious names 
as Manny Poulakakis, Frank 
Munro and Tony Boggi. 

Juventus hit rock bottom in 
1981 when it finished second 
last in State League. It looked 
like the beginning of the end 
for the Italian giant but the 
VSF restructured the leagues, 
increasing them from 12 to 14 
teams. Juve’s State League 
status was kept intact. 

The following year, 1982, 
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with Bernie Santamaria as 
president and Boggi as coach, 
Juventus signed all three 
Bannon brothers, Pat from 
Melbourne Croatia, Vince 
from South Melbourne Hellas 
and Ged from George Cross. 
Graham French joined from 
Hakoah and goalkeeper Gary 
Clayton was signed irom Pre- 
ston Makedonia. Jim Nelson 
was jmported from Scotland 
and Kevin Swinscoe joined 
from Tasmanian club Bright- 
on ICL. 

Boggi joined Morwell 
Falcons late last year and 
John Margaritis was hired as 
manager-coach for this sea- 
son. Peter Donaldson was the 
only loss from last year’s 

ad, joining Broadmeadows 
City for $600. Tall, promising 
stopper Paul Drinoczky, 
joined from Frankston City. 
Billy Rogers joined from South 
Melbourne Hellas. Kevin 
Lioyd joined from Albion Ro- 
vers.

petition in 1984. 


ie Manenti, 40, was educated 


at St Joseph’ s College, North 
Melbourne. He is a highly suc- 
cessful businessman, dividing 
his time between his managing 
directorship of Summerhill 
Crash Repairs (Preston) Pty 
Ltd and overseeing his thri- 
ving importing and exporting 
business, Manenti Corpora- 
tion. Already he has made his 
mark in the administrative 
structure of Juventus, forming

Club Juventini though, 
stands out as a major Manenti 
achievement. Its membership 
consists of the younger Ju- 
ventus supporters in an effort 
to “end the generation gap.”

They were out in force for our 
State League game against 
Croydon a fortnight ago and 
the atmosphere was fantastic.

Club Juventini we may find 
future administrators, who 
knows?” 


Umberto Agnelli, who owns 
the mighty Juventus of Turin, 
came to Melbourne last year 
and met Manenti. The pair 
talked about closer links be- 
tween their clubs. Agnelli was 
receptive to Manenti’s sugges- 
tion that the Turin club send 
out young players to Mel- 
bourne. Manenti also arranged 
to send promising local boys to 
Turin to participate in a train- 
ing camp. Agnelli now is an 
honorary member of Mel- 
bourne Juventus. 


Manenti realises that his 
club must get a permanent 
home base, preferably in the 
Brunswick area, rather than 
continue to lease Olympic 
Park’s No.2 oval. 


“It’s time that the Bruns- 
wick council made a decision. 
They’ve been talking for a 
while now about giving us a 

















home in their area but nothing.

The battle of Jukes Road, for the fs 
Melbournian Italian State League derby in 
15 years, had one clear winner at the end of 
the most gruelling, gutsy game seen for a 
long time: the sport of soccer. 


At least 3,500 spectators watched the en- 
counter in the best possible tradition of sports- 
manship, this proving unfounded the fears of 
officials who were prepared for clashes and 
brawls among the opposing factions which 
often have been at each other’s throats in the 
traditional end-of-season encounters in the 
Italian Cup. 


Fawkner set out to salvage a draw at all 
costs and achieved that with the most defen- 
sive display in memory, helped by the short 
ground that made it impossible for Juventus 
to manouvre. 


The determination and pressure game of 
the home team made a shambles of Juventus’ 
usually orderly build-ups and the game de- 
generated into a wild-kicking, wild-bouncing 
affair. 

Fawkner was without injured Rajko Curcija 
and Les Gooney, and suspended Carlo and 
Bruno Sabidussi, but one wonders if these 
regulars could have done any better than the 
11 gladiators fielded on the day. 

Juventus felt the loss of Andrew Zinni and 
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the poor display of his substitute, Tony Heery, 
who often was swept aside by the strong men 
in the Fawkner defence. 


A more suitable player for the occasion 
would have been tougher Jim Nelson who 
shoots and disposes of the ball very quickly, 
before the opposition pounces on him. Un- 
fortunately, he was only given a nine minute 
run by coach John Margaritis, when sent in for 
overworked Kevin Lloyd. Nelson’s entry into 
the hostilities coincided with Juventus’ best 
attacking effort. 


In the 85th minute Heery hit the foot of the 
post, two minutes later unmarked Graham 
French shot over the bar from a central posi- 
tion only 10 metres out and Rob Terzini did 
well in lifting over the bar an Incantalupo 
thunderbolt in the 89th minute. 

Previously, in the 40th minute, Fawkner 
was lucky to survive a dangerous scramble on 
the goal line after a corner-kick and much 
more so in the 20th minute when Kevin Swins- 
coe hit the belly of the cross bar and the ball 
bounced on the goal-line before being cleared 
with difficulty, 

Fawkner had one sol.tary chance, in the 4th 
minute, when Joe Pa jnkas hit the cross-bar 
with an apparently innocuous lob 

If anything, Juventus was let down by its 
defence, which took too long in sending the 
ball upfield, thus giving Fawkner the time to 
mass 10 men in defence to control six Ju- 
ventus players or to put paid to any chance by 
quickly applying the off-side trap. Left back 
Harry Hird was the only exception. and con- 
sistently built up play on top of neutralising 
Fawkner’s most dangerous, if sporadic, 
attacks by Palinkas who was well supported 
by Andy Bozikas. For his classy, untiring dis- 
play, Hird earned my vote as best on the field, 
closely followed by Tuffield and Schipano.

Now, however, the senior

The candidate must submit 
himself to five full days full 
time residence, where he will 
be instructed and assessed, to 
pass level one.

Level three requires for him 
to work for a further year and

Finally, level four of the 
senior award requires that he 
attend a two day seminar on 
fitness for soccer. 

There are staff coaches 
working around the country 
implementing these new 
coaching standards. They are:
